LAME DUCKS 


The Hons. of Representa- 
tives is ahead of the-Senate in 
legislation. While waiting for 
the Senate to catch up, the 
House might do something to 
make this government 
democratic. 

In one respect the govern 
ment of the United States is 
as out-of-date as the govern- 
ment of Tut-Ankh-Amen. 

We are going to elect a 
whole new House of Repre- 
seutatives this November, and 
elect 32 new Senators, one- 
third of the entire Senate. 
That happens every two years. 

But this new congress will 
not meet until December, 1927,, 
Thirteen months after it is 
elected, 

During thése thirteen 
months, we shall bo governed 
by the Congressmen and Con- 
gress, not the new, will as- 
semble next December and 
continue in a “short session” 
until next March 4, when 
the terms of all PORErassinen 
expire. 

Nothing could be more un- 
democratic and unjust than 
for a free people to be govern- 
ed for over a year by the 
Representatives they voted to 
get rid of. 

Other serious 
out of this “short session,” 
held once every two years. 

Filibusters thrive at the end 
of a short session; especially 
in the Senate, where debate is 
unlimited. If any important 
Dill is still un-passed a week 
before March 4, a group of 
Senators can conspire to talk 
continuously on it until that 
date, and never let it come to

The rejected Congressmen 
and Senators who meet ia 


December to go on making 
laws for us, are called “lame 
ducks.” They hobble around 
and draw their salaries, but 
only until next March, Plenty 
of them want to go on draw- 
ing government salaries. 

The President, if he choos- 
cs, can cofitrol the votes of 
such “lame ducks’ by promis- 
ing them positions after March 
4, in postoffices, commissions, 
the diplomatic service or 
elsewhere. That is, the con- 
tinuance of their salaries will 
depend on whether their votes 


please the veople who once 
elected them but have now 
turned them out. 


No doubt President Coolidge 
is above taking advantage of 
the “lame duck” opportunity. 
But plenty of Presidents have 
not been above it. 

This defect in the structure 
of our government can _ be 
cured through the constitution- 
al amendment of Senator 
Norris, which has just passed 
the Senate and awaits passage 
in the House. If provides that 
Congress shall assemble the 
first Monday in January each 
year. The Congress elected 
next November would thus 
meet January 3, 1927, instead 
of December 5, 1927. 

No more legislation by re- 
jected Representatives. No 
more “lame daéks.” 

The Norris resélution passed 
the Senate 67 to 2. This is the 
third time it has passed the 
Senate. Each year the House 
leaders have held it up, not 
letting it come to vote. They 
are holding it up again this 
year. It is favorably reported 
by the House Judiciary com- 
‘mittee. It has been on the 
House calendar for months. 
It will pass over-whelmingly, 
if Congressmen get a chance 
to vote on it. 

Before becoming a law, 
such an amendment to ,the 
constitution must of course 
be ratified by three-quarters 
of the forty-eight States. A 
word to the House Speaker 
and majority leader from Presi- 
dent Coolidge would probably 
get this necessary constitution- 


al reform through this Con-. 


gress.

Sweeping Charges are Made 
Before House Committee by - 
Self Styled “Ex-Bootlegger” 


. (By Universal Service) 
WASHINGTON, June %.—Offici- 
als of five Pacific Coast banks, 
four of them in the United States 
and one at Vancouver, B. C., were 
charged today by William C. David- 
son self-styled ex-bootlegger and 
go-between, of Los Angeles, with 
operating with him and others in 
huge bootleg liquor deals involv- 
ing a score of cities. 
Testifying before the house al- 
cohol liquor traffic committee at 
a special hearing, Davidson named 
officials in the following tanks as 
having cooperated with him in 
bootlegging: 
United States National 
Diego, California, Northwes- 
tern Bank of Portland, Oregon, 
Liberty National Bank of San Fran- 
cisco, California Bank of Los Anw 
and a Vancouver branch of 
the Royal Bank of Capada. 
“PROTECTS” OTHERS 

Davidson carried on bootleg 
operations through other banks, ha 
said, but declined to name them, 
because they were “regular fel- 
lows,’ ‘who acted “on the level.” 
He reported having had bootleg 
liquor deals with four Los Angeles 
banks. 
Bootleg negotiations were  car- 
ried on ’with officials of other 
banks including a branch of the 
Bank. of Italy 9+ Monterey Cali- 
fornia,” but “they “fell through,” 
Davidson téatified,

WAS BOOTLEGGER 
“What has been your business?” 
Laguardia asked Davidson. 
“The wholesale liquor business.” 
“With or without license?” 
“Without.” 
“In other words, 
“Yes sir.” 
Davidson said he began _ boot- 
legging single bottles of booze in 
Seattle, in 1920, gradually work- 
ing up to case lots. 
“IT made betwevun $50,000 and $60,- 
000 bootlegging, but I am broke 
today,” he said. 
WAS SHORE MAN. ! 
He became a~ “shore _man”” or 
travelling liquor salesman he said, 
for Cummins, a former member of 
the Canadian parliament, Captain 
Mortimer of Vancouver, and one 
Christie, whom he described as 
manager of the Vancouver branch 
of the Royal Bank og Canada. They 
smuggled liquor into the United 
States by ship, he said. 
“My first transaction with a bank 
was in San Diego, on December 4, 
1922,” said Davidson. He continued: 
“We were buying 80. gallons of 
Bourbon whiskey from A. H. Morris 
of San Diego..We were going to
